* The Chin» Statlon, tn spite of its great distance 
from home, is a favourite one with the officers 
and men of our Navy, writes » correspondent of 
the Glods.' In tmportanc- and-strength It stands 
only second to the Mediterranean, and its 
Commander-in-Chief is more often called upon 
to settle vexed questions of diplonacy and 
protect the Ilves of our countrymen thag any of 
the senior officers on ather stations. Througboot 
nerrly the whole length of the enormous sen: 
board It covers our countrymen are to be 
found everywhere, using as thelr central 
tmorkets and bsses of operations the B-ittsh 
presesstons of Singapore and Hongkong. Few 
people realise the fact that the latter port stands 
third In the whole world for the amount of Its 
shipping, beating even New Yerk. This fact In 
{teelf fs enough to give a falr idea of the enormous 
Interests which our Admiral out there hss to 
protect, and, as will here be shown, the shins 
which he has at his disposal for this work are 
none too many. The chief reason why the 
China Station ts Iked by our seamen {s because 
of the varlety*of experiences and scene which it 
affords, ; :
